The Home Office, we are glad to know, isin sympathy with the proposals of 
the Bnei Brith. It eould hardly have been otherwise, sceing that the object 
in view is merely to render effective its own new regulation, Nevertheless, 
vhe~spirit’ shown by the Government department in this matter will 
receive cordial reeognition. It has the assurance, however, that the work 
will be done in a careful and reasonable manner—with a desire to assist, 
and not. to thwart and obstruct. This is the first occasion on which the 
jnei Brith has entered the field of practical endeavour. It has, in the 
matter of the provision of legal help for immigrants, found an important 
task ready to its hands, and thus overcomes the objections of those who 
believed that such a body had no raison d'étre. We are sure that the 
public spirit which its members are showing will be recognised hy older 
organisations, and that the community will assist it financially in the 
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task which it has undertaken. The cost of the work is not large, and it 
need hardly be added, that where right and feasible, some contribution to 
the cost of the legal help provided will be obtained from the immigrants

The Jewish Communal Council of Constantinople. 
From our Corresponvent. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, 

On the llth September, at the offices of the Chief Rabbinate, a meeting 
was held. of the Cireat: Assembly of Notables, which is composed of twenty 
rabbis and sixty laymen... It was summoned to reecive and consider the 
report for the past two vears of the Consistory, whose term of office has 
already expired, and to elect another. must. begin by mentioning. that 
the resolutions adopted at this meeting are extremely important and will, no 
doubt, nark a new stage in the community's path of progress. ear 

The Chief Rabbi opened the meeting bva very interesting speech. At 
the outset he sketched the situation of the Chief Rabbinate in the early 
days of the Constitution, the eomplete anarchy whieh prevailed in all 


braiches of the communal. administration, and the numerous financial 
ditheulties created chielly by the butehers, who would nog pay the Mest 
Tax, the only source of. revenue of the community. Things. were so bad that 
one day the consistorial treasury was actually empty, and it was necessary 
to raise astatl loan: in order to meet pressing expenditure. At the present 
moment, however, the financial position ts excellent,and after having paid the 
outst miding debts there iS a satisfactory halance in hand. Briefly, the 


enumeration of the progress achieved by the Consistory during the past 


two vears impressed even the most pessimistic members of the Assembly. 

The next speaker was Abraham Effendi Farhi, Director of the Foreign 
Press at the Sublime Porte, and President of the Consistory. He stated that 
the hour of serious work for the elevation of Judaism had already struck, 
and that the time had arrived for the adoption of, radical reforms.. Thanks 
to the Constitution, Heo obstacle WAaASs placed in the realisation of this 
project. his opinion, the first and most important beneticent 
reform would be the dissolution of the Assembly itself, which 
bad been Meany VedPs in existence and numbered among its members 
men who are illiterate and no longer able to do any work. It was, there- 
fore, indispensable that those who were to elect the members of the

They gave as their reason 
that they eould not pretend te he real representatives of their respective 
districts having revard to the faet that they were elected some dozen ycars 
ASO. The Chief Rabbihad approys ed this action, but was not disposed to accept 
the collective resignation until the Assembly, before retiring, had appointed 
one Committee, whieh, until the end of the elections, would direet the 
veneral affairs of the Consistory, and another which would occupy itself with 
the supervision of the elections in every quarter of the capital, in con- 
formity with existing laws. | | 

A member of the Assembly, the only one who refused to resign (the 
other tive being absent on journeys) protested against this decision, and 
stated that in his opinion the time had not arrived to reform the 
Assembly, as the old members were more «wseful than young men. 
His languave was so incoherent and violent, that by a vote of the Assembly 
the Chiel Rabbi ordered him to resume his seat. Dr. Wellich, as ro presenta- 
tive of the Ashkenazic community, expressed approval of the dissolution of 
the Assembly, and likewise tendered his resignation. A Committee of seven 
of those present, with the Chief Rabbi as President, was formed temporarily 
to manage the affairs of the Chief Rabbinate and to arrange for the general 
election, whieh will have to be completed within two menths at the latest. 
Steos will then be taken to convene the new Assembly, which will be regarded 
as the real re presentation of the people, for the purpose of electing 21 new 
Consistory. As Svon as this has been done, the Chief Rabbi will accept the 
collective resignations and declare the Assembly dissolved.

A strong company of Police and the remainder of 
the Ist Battalion N. Z. Infantry marched next, and then came about seventy 
carriages, conveying the representatives of the various national and com- 
munal organisations. Parliament having specially adjourned, the Premier, 
Sir Joseph Ward, and a large body of the Members were present, also several 
of the Judges and a strong representation of the Law and the University, 
iid delegates from practically every public body in Auckland. The majority 
of the Jewish residents in Auckland and district also followed. At the city 
boundary, the remains were transferred to the congregational hearse, and 
driven to the Jewish cemetery at Waikamete, where they were met by a 
large. gathering who had proceeded by train. The Rev. S. A. Goldstein 
solemnly. conducted the service, and delivered a eulogy of the departed as 
4 model citizen and Jew. After the service, the Masonic ritual was pro- 
ceeded with, and then the Infantry eseort fired the parting salute of three 
volleys over the grave, and the buglers sounded the ‘ Last Post.” The 
oceasion will long be remembered in Auckland. 


Repression in Russia. 

The Ministry has prohibited the Jewish Seciety in Aid of Artisans from 
holding a conference at’ Wilna. The decision was quite unexpected, and it 
came as a severe blow to the heads of the Association, who have lately done 
a great deal towards assisting Jewish artisans morally and materially, and 
ascertaining their condition all over the eOuntry. 

The Odessa University has declared all converted Jews subject to the 
same percentage of restrictions as are enforced against loyal Jews. 

At. Whaharlick (Kieff), the Jews, finding that the admission of their 
children to the local elementary school is being subjected to severe restrie- 
tions, founded a private sehool of their own. The authorities have, however, 
closed the institution and fined its organisers. 

At Minsk, the Jewish parents of all candidates for admission to the 
iocal school of commerce had to present a hundred roubles to the instita- 
tion, before securing the revistration of their children for examination.

Threatened Expulsion of a Large Community in Russia. 
Fresh cases of exiles of rejected Jewish students, male and female, are 
reported from St. Petersburg, and new accounts of drbitrary expulsions of 
Jews reach us from Moseow. Tobolsk, Tunien and Bachmut. In. the 
latter place it transpired that a commissioner of police 
levied a reguiar monthly tax from the Jews for allowing them 
to reside in the. villages. The all-absorbing topic of interest 1s, 
however, the threatened elimination of the town of Nicolaieff from the Pale. 
Rumours to that effeet were circulated several months ago. -It appears, 
however, that matters have reached a climax through the definite decision 
of the Admiralty to extend the local. fortifications. The Ministry of the 
Interior has already requested the Nicolaieff authorities to register. the 
Jewish inhabitants of that city, who number several thousand families. 
The Jewish inhabitants are greatly alarmed at.this procedure.

Goodman and A. Feldman gave details of their visit to Birkenhead and of 
the enquiries they had instituted at the abattoirs, They had made a 
thorough investigation as to the conditions which governed the preparing 
and dispatching of meat to Leeds, which they did not ‘consider satisfactory. 
They had therefore made tentative arrangements with wholesale dealers 
there, with a view to regulating the importation, and they now asked the 
Board to approve of them. In principle, they advocated that a loeal 
Shochet be sent to Birkenhead to slaughter all meat required by the Leeds 
butchers. and that a Shomer be appointed here to examine and report upon 
all meat received from that depot. The representatives of the butchers on 
the Board opposed the importation in tofo on the grounds that it was

Sin.— As one whothas been connected in an ctlicial capacity with 
Londen Literary and Social Society for some time, and also having visited 
other societies, I think I can: justly say that Mr. A. H. Baron 1s entirely 
wrong in his estimate of the failure of literary and social societies in 
London. Ido not know, brut [sineerely hope, that he does an injustice to 
provincial literary societies; he certainly does so to: London literary 
societies. If asocietv is drawn up on thoroughly constitutional grounds, 
the chances of favouritism are practically nil. Ido not think, however, that a 
society ought to be actually afailure. The society of which | have the honour 
to be a member, the Maceab:eans Literary and Social Society, styles it self a 
literary and social society. In its constitution it states that its object is: 
to promote literary and social intercourse between its members. rhere- 
fore, it does not masquerade under any false name. ee ae 
Personally. however, I believe that the real failure of some societies 18 
that they are too literary. After all, it must be remembered that people 
who take an interest in literary matters are in the minority. compared with 
those whose tendency leads them towards social pastimes. By having social 
events, a society is able to draw these'latter into its fold, and if its object 
is to promote literary as well as social intercourse, there iS an opportunity 
for promoting it- here. I can honestly say, that we have prevailed upon 
many people to attend leetures and debates, who probably would not have 
thought of them had they not ‘been members of this society. In fact, some 
have even become quite enthusiastic as regards them. | 
Lectures should be made interesting. It cannot be expected of young 
men and women to take a. deep interest in a dry discourse, bristling with 
technicalities. They want something that is within their comprehension, 
something upon which they can give their own opinion, apd use their 
common sense to arriveat it. Thus’ l am of opinion that the main causes 
of the failure of literary societies are dry lectures and not sufficient social 
intercourse between the men bers. In addition, a society should be so con- 
stituted that it should be impossible for a poorer member not to be informed 
of any funetion.

THE MINUTLE OF RABBINICAL LAWS, 


If we were more truly Jewish, we should all of us honestly proclaim in 
words the thoughts that our deeds proclaim, and honestly try to let our 
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worship proclaim that we seek not the God of our fathers, but Him who 1s 
our God and the God of our fathers. The danger is great, I know, that if | 
we seek our God, we shall forget He is the God of our fathers ; but the 
danger is no less that in worshipping the God of our fathers we forget that 
He is our God.” The danger is great that if we, for ourselves, do seek each 
his Giod, we shall find no more than the God of our age: but the danger Is far 
greater that if we seek the God of our fathers, we shall find no relation 
between Him and our age. Few of us are so well equipped, that in seeking 
to win our own knowledge of God we would not be liable to call the thought 
of the day, the eountry, the society in which we live, our thought. When our 
fathers in Babylon thought of God as husband, they seemed to think their 
own thoughts. They really thought the thought of their age, and were 
content that they could but worship the God of their fathers. The result 
was that they despaired of God. The God of their fathers was not their 
God. Their fathers’ belief about God did not, could-not help them in

of their life. The prophet then taught them the lesson which we must learn 
anew, painful though the learning be—the lesson that indeed our God ts not 
the God of our fathers but He who is our God and the God of our fathers, 
We stand on the shoulders of our fathers nearer to the throne of God, .

It is much to be regretted that the Chict Rabbi has no apparent juris- 
diction where these privately organised services are concerned. There are 
many abuses which could not possibly happen were the services to come 
directly under the ecclesiastical eye. Time and again attention has been 
direeted to the particularly regrettable state of affairs which permits a 
coreligionist to sell tickets in the hall of one of these temporary places of 
worship on the very first day of Rosh Hashana. If thissshould meet the 
eve of previous offenders in this respect they might take the hint. ; 

I am told that the Whitechapel and Spitaltields Costermongers’ and 
Streetsellers’ Union is only passively interested in the question of the rights 
of the City street traders. Very few of the members of the Spitalfields 
(nion earn their livelihood in the City proper. Nevertheless the Jewish 
membership of the City Union steadily increases. Our people are very fond 
of unions and trade societies, hence their ability to present a united front 
where their interests are threatened. 

A recent meeting of the Jewish Hospital Committee was held on the 
premises already secured for the purpose of a site. Tosay that the gathering 
was even of a more enthusiastic character than its predecessors is hardly 
necessary. It is very likely that arrangements will be made for the holding 
of some sort of public meeting on the premises.. Not the least pleased 
among those attending this informal gathering should be those happy 
possessors of shares entitling them to half-a-foot of land in this humanitarian 
concern. 

It is not out of place, while devoting attention to the auspicious little 
meeting above noted, to refer to a notable address delivered by one of 
the workers. It was notable on account of its simple eloquence and its 
veracity. The address had reference to the experiences of a Jewish visitor 
to one of the wards of an Kast End infirmary. Passing by one of the beds, 
the visitor was accosted by a Jewish lad, who begged of him, by all that he 
held dear, to take him to a place * where I can see Jewish people.” es er 
The poor boy knew that his days were numbered, and was pathetically eager 
to.end his days among his own people.. 

The story had its moral—one that cannot fail to appeal even to those 
apt to railat “sickly sentimentality.” The incident seems to suggest that 
the Jewish Hospital may likewise see fit to combine with it the advantages 
of an. infirmary. Respectable Jewish folk have a wholesome horror of 
infirmaries, and if it were possible for the Hospital authorities to devote 
their attention to this phase of the matter also, it might be the means of 
securing the support of that class which has hitherto shunned the movement 
as a thing aceursed. 

The ,morning services arranged for children continue to mect 
encouraging success. Mr. Lefkowitz, Principal of the Commercial Road 
Talmud Torah, tells me that the number of youthful worshippers shows 
every tendency to increase, and that during last week the average 
attendance was about two hundred... 1t is understood that the President of 
the Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes (Mr. Frank I. Lyons) will preside 
at the annual prize distribution in October next. 

Jewish missionaries of goodwill and brotherhood may cporehing ample 
scope for their activity in the humbler walks of life. The other day, for 
example, at an unsectarian outing arranged for the children of the poorer 
classes, a very kindly remark from Sir John Kirk concerning our people led 
a Jewish gentleman to observe that those who had the well-being of the 
rising generation at heart would do well to impress upon the minds of the 
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children “ that there should be no ill-feeling between Jew and Gentile. They 
were all brothers and sisters, and had but one God to whom they said their 
prayers.” The result, said the speaker, would be the formation of a real 
brotherhood and the abolition of sectarian animosities. It was just an 
outing arranged for poor children, yet it is safe to say that this simple 
address, coming straight from the heart, did far more good than all the 
sermons and admonitions that were ever delivered from pulpit or platform, 

The Relief Committee of the Haekney Board of Guardians have recom: 
mended that our Jewish Board should be approached for suggestions with 
regard to the provision of Kosher meat for Jewish patients in the local 
infirmary. Hackney evidently intends to come into line with other Metro- 
politan Boroughs in the matter of this concession to Jewish scriiptes. 

The interesting statement by Mr. L. B. Abrahams, as to the manner in 
which the late Mr. Holman Hunt. secured the services of Jewish bovs as 
models for one of his noteworthy pictures, reminds me that several of our 
local Talmud Torahs have served as. happy hunting grounds for artists in 
search of: lads with Oriental features. I have, within the past six months, 
observed gentlemen armed with crayon and Bristol board, waiting until the 
Jewish schools close forthe day, in order to sean the faces of the lads for 
suitable material. Bat the Jewish lad wants eateching, and he will be a 
gmart artist who will obtain a ten-minutes' sitting for anything under the 
nimble sixpence,

Mr. Carl Stettauer, L.C.C., Hon. Secretary of the Emigration Regulation 
Department of the Ito, cables from New York that the American Committee 
is convinced that the Galveston movement in no Way counteracts the pro- 
visions of the American Immigration Law, and that he is of the same opinion. 
The movement, which was temporarily suspended pending the ascertainment 
ot the legal positioa, will, therefore, be immediately resumed. The number of 
Galveston emigrants up to dite bas been 2500, and the growing popularity 
of the route, evidenced by the larvre batches at the moment of interruption, 
augurs a considerable diversion of the New York current in the not distant 
future. 

Irma Weinberg, a carpenter by trade, who arrived at Galveston on the 
* Hannover,” on August 2ist, and who was excluded by the Board of Inquiry 
of the local immigration serviee, beeause he had but one dollar in his 
possession when he arrived, has, upon appeal by the American Committee 
to Washington, heen admitted. Considerable signiticanee is attached to this 
decision, which completely reverses the recent policy of exclusion. He has 
been sent to Dallas, Texas. 

The unfortunate resignation of the Right Hon. Sir Newton Moore, the 
Premier of Western Australia, is likely to retard, if not to destrov. the ten- 
tative negotiation for the establishment of a Jewish land of refuse in that 
country. [he late Premier had arrived at the statesmanlike conviction that 
the crving need of Australia was population, and he was not alarmed at the 
idea of a Jewish settlement. The negotiation with the Ito had, however, 
remained at the personal stage, and it is not kaown how far Sir Newton 
Moore had carried. the matter with his Cabinet. 

Press opinion in Australia has so far been much less unfavourable than 
when the idea was first mooted some three years ago.

In the preceding articles 
an accaunt was given of the manner in which the 
more kosher ingredients that go to make up that 
delectable dish, the JEWISH CIIRONICLE, reach the 
kitchen in Finsbury Square. It now remains to ex- 
plain what the editorial cooks have to do. 

If all the matter which is sent in were printed 
exactly as received, the JEWISH CHRONICLE 
would be the biggest and the funniest paper 
that has ever appeared. Bat not even the merry 
associations of Purim can induce the editor to 
make any experiment of that hazardous nature, and 
so the matter undergoes vigorous treatment beiore 
it appears in print. All the“ copy ” ig subjected to 
a close scrutiny by the editor and his assistants. 
Some of it is rejected altogether. Most of it 1s 
‘ent down,” as contributors have gene rally little 
regard for the amount of space that is available in 
any one. issue. Punctuation has to be inserted ; 
frequently spelling and grammar have to be 
corrected. Long articles have to be br: by 
the introduction of attractive sub-headings, foreign 
contributions have to be translated leader-writers: 
notes require revision, and all this has. to be done 
before the printer receives the “eopy”” for the 
purpose of “setting it up.” 

When the matter is ready, it is sent down 
to the composing-room, where the foreman dis- 
tributes it among the compositors, who stand 
in front of a “ ease” in which pieces of metal 
called type are,sorted out. The type diflicult to 
read. If you holdup“ Young Israel” to the looking- 
elass you will see what type looks like at the 
working end. The type is picked out of the ease 
very rapidiy with deft fingers and arranyed in lines 
a metal trav, familiarly known as a “stick.” 
When an article is finished, each “compositor's 
“stick” of type is put together on.a longer tray 
known asa “galley. The type is inked, a piece of 
paper laid on top, and a heavy roller passed over it. 
The type is impressed on the paper, which is now 
called a “proof.” 

Then the work of the editorial staff commences 
anew. The copy is read aloud and the proof is 
eorrected. Some letters will be found to be upside- 
down. A word may be omitted, a punctuation mark 
misplaced. I shall not trouble you with all the 
queer signs used in proof-correcting. The signs of 
the zodiac are not init! Down goes the proof again 
to the composing-room, and the mistakes are 
corrected. Further proofs are pulled for serutiny 
by the editor, and in some cases the author, who 
receives it by post with stern injunctions to return 
it in good time. Every proof is read by at least 
three different persons in order to obviate errors, 
because printers sometimes make funny mistakes, 

After it is read, the “copy” is sorted out into 
drawers according to subject, in order to facilitate 
easy reference, to compare a later proof with the 
original copy. All the copy and proofs are pre- 
served for several months in case it should be 
necessary to inspect them at any future time.
